The exercise gives the Agency a 
chance to review the adequacy of o ur own pro gram in relation to

9. Mr. Kirkpatrick talked briefly on the necessity for the 
Agency to bring itself into alignment on average position grades. He 
said it was important to cooperate with the BOB in this matter and 
that also there could be adjustments within the components, but on 
an overall basis we must comply with the BOB intent.
